V7ith:respect  to  the  Treaty  of  Feacs  signed  this 
day,  the  Government  of  Japan  makes  t'n  following  Deo- 
laratl m: 

1,     Except   as   otherwise   provided  in  the    said

As  Chairman  of  the  Delegation  of  the  host  Govern- 
ment, The  Honorable  Dean  Acheson,  Secretary  of  State  of 
the  United  States,  will  preside  as  Temporary  President 
of  the  Conference. 


All  Delegates,  their  Advisers  and  Staffs,  should  be 
registered  at  the  Office  of  the  Secretariat.   Registration 
will  be  open  from  9:00  a.m.  on  September. 3,  and  one  member 
of  a  Delegation  may  present  the  credentials  for  his  entire 
Delegation,  if  he  so  desires. 

Admission  to  the  sessions  held  in  the  Opera  House 
will  be  by  special  passes  which  will  be  issued  to  the 
Delegations  at  the  time  of  registration.   Delegates 
desiring  a  few  seats  for  local  Consular  Officials,  dis- 
tinguished Nationals  and  members  of  their  families,  should 
make  known  their  desires  to  the  Administrative  Secretary, 
Veterans'  Building,  as  early  as  possible. 

The  Delegates  will  receive  at  the  time  of  registration 
a  copy  of  the  Agenda,  Draft  Rules  of  Procedure,  Program, 
Guide,  Provisional  List  of  Participants,  and  additional 
copies  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  with  Japan,  together  with 
the  Declarations  and  Protocol. 

Letters  of  Full  Powers  to  sign  the  Treaty  should  have 
been  presented  either  at  the  Department  of  State  or  to  the 
Secretariat  in  the  Veterans'  Building  before  the  convening 
of  ;he  Conference.

The.  Government  of  the  United  Sta.tcs  of  America  and "His 
Majesty's  Government  in  the  United  Kingdom  have  the  honor 
to  enclose  herewith  two  copies  of  a  draft  of  peace  treaty 
with  Japan,  of  two  Declarations  by  J: pan,  and  of  a  Protocol, 
The  draft  Perce  Treaty  and  the  two  Declarations  have  been 
prepared  on  the  basis  of  earlier  drafts  and  observations 
thereon  by  countries  which  wire  actively  concerned  in  the 
Japanese  war.  The  draft  protocol  which  i3  open  for  signa- 
ture at  any  time  has  been  proposed  by  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment in  the  United  Kingdom  end  is  circulated  for  the  infor- 
mation and  comment  of  these  countries  whose  domestic  law 
permits  their  to  sign  it.   It  is  believed  that  the  enclosed 
draft  treaty  and  declarations  combine  and  reconcile,  as  far 
as  is  practicable,  the  point  of  view  of  all  the  Allied 
Powers  which  were  at  war  with  Japan  and  will  establish, 
with  Japan,  a  just  and  durable  peace. 

The  Governmont-of  the  United  States  of  America  and  His 
Majesty's  Government  in  the  United  Kingdom  will  be  happy  to 
receive  comments  on  the  enclosed  draft,  which  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  as  promptly 
as  is  convenient.  After  receipt  of  these  comments  they 
propose  to  circulate  a  final  toxt  of  the  Peace  Treaty  on 
August  13,  1951. 

The  Government  of  the  United  St-tes  of  America  has  the 
honor  to  invi  te  your  Government  to  a  Conference  for  Conclusion 
and  Signature  of  a  Treaty  of  Peace  with  Japan  on  the  terms 
of  that  text.  The  Conference  will  convene  at  San  Francisco, 
United  States  of  America,  on  September  *+,  1951. 

Concurrent  and  identical  invitations  are  being  sent  to 
the  other  Allied  Powers  at  wrr  with  Japan,  except  where 
special  circumstances  exist.

Mobile  telephone  equipped  automobiles  have  been  placed 
in  service  to  cover  all  key  telephone  installations  for  the 
Japanese  Peace  Treaty  Conference  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco  be- 
ginning September  \\,     according  to  Roy  N.  Buell,  San  Francisco 
division  manager  for  Pacific  Telenhone.  • 

One  mobile  telephone  car  is  patrolling  San  Francisco  sites, 
while  a  second  is  being  used  on  the  Peninsula. 

Pelephone  crews  worked  through  the  night  Friday  night, 
August  51,  and  except  for  last  minute  additions,  telephone  arrange- 
ments for  the  conference  are  all  in  readiness,  said  Buell.   In- 
cluded in  the  facilities  installed  were  2,000  feet  of  temporary 
26  pair  neoprene  covered  cable  strung  yesterday  afternoon  and  last 
night  to  the  lempleton  Crocker  Mansion  in  Hillsborough  which  is 
occupied  by  the  Russians. 

Radio  relay  horns  for  televising  conference  proceedings 
will  be  instilled  atop  the  Opera  Louse  Sunday  morning  September  2, 
and  the  entire  transcontinental  radio  relay  system  will  then  be 
given  last  minute  television  transmission  tests  preparatory  to 
carrying  the  first  west-east  telecast  Tuesday  at  J:  30  P..!.

,  treaty  which  we  are  signing  today  is  a  statement  of  the 
intense  effort  and  devotion  with  which  the  f ree  peoples  of  Australia, 
New  Zealand  and  the  United  States  maintain  their  constant  guard  fo? 

It  affirms  the  well  established  principle  that  the 
security  of  an  individual  nation  is  inevitably  bound  to  the

Seats  remaining  after  official  needs  have  been  met 
will  be  made  available  to  the  public  by  the  International 
Secretariat  on  each  day  of  the  Conference  at  Doorway  One 
of  the  Civic  Auditorium  on  a  first-ccme,  first-served 
basis.  Doorway  One  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Larkin  and 
Grove  S  greets  . 

Distribution  of  tickets  for  the  Welcoming  Ceremony 
on  Tuesday  evening  will  begin  at  9  o'clock  Tuesday  morn- 
ing and  continue  until  the  supply  is  exhausted.
